Courter -Jourpal, 
THE CABINET. 

Wasmineron, Dec. 15.—Rumors greatly ex- 
aggerated from those telecraphed last nignt 
have prevailed to-day regarding the alleged 
contemplated retirement of Mr. Boutwell 
from the Cabinet. In confirmation of the 
Statement made in this correspondence, it is 
given out from the White House that there 
has been no rupture between the President 
and Secretary Boutwel!l, thongh the same 
source does notassume that there are fo ex- 
isting differences on matters of public 
policy between the President and the 
Secretary. In fact, Republican Sena- 
tors end members who have takeg 
some pains to look into the matter say 
that they woald not be at all surprised to see 
at no distant day the change in the Cabinet 
which rumors have so freely indicated, In 
the last twenty-four hours a difference on the 
San Domipgo scheme, on the reduction of the 
public debt and on the appointment of the 
new Commissiorer of Internal Revenue, to- 
gether with other combmations of circum- 
stance:, leave no doubt in the minds of prom- 
inent Republicans that Mr. Boutwell has rea- 
son to retire whether he decides to follow 
them or not. He was at the Capitol for some 
time to—day, but was rather reticent regarding 
the flying stories. He leit the Senate chamber 
with General Porter, the President’s secreta- 
ry, and proceeded to the Treasury. 

MR. SCHURZ. 

Senator Shurz’s promised »« on the 
amnesty question and its relation to the Mis- 
sourl campaign was delivered in the Senate 
to-day in the presence of thronged galleries 
and a full attendance on the Senate floor. He 
occupied nearly three hours, and was listened 
to throughout. The gist of the speech shows 
that Mr. Schurz 1s far in advance of the Re- 
publican party of which he protested he was 
amember, and of the Administration, of 
which he insisted he was stull a supporter, 
though be declared that the result in Missouri 
was a triumph of Grant's original principles 
over Grant himscif. His arraignment of his 
colleague Mr. Drake was very severe. He 
derounced some of the latter’s statements as 
ungualitiedly false regarding Mr. Schurz’s co- 
alition with the revenue reformers, and as- 
gerted that the campaign in Missouri was 
fought on the platform of enfranchisement, 
& policy that he intended to maintain, even if 
it arose above parties, He denied all knowl- 
edge of any new or third-party movement, 
and thought that the Republican party, by 
takirg a libera) step forward, would fill all the 
elements of progress and reform in the civil 
and the revenue service. The speech does 
not seem to please the Republicans at ail. 
Drake replies to-morrow, and threaters to 
utterly annibilate his colleague. 

REVENUE DECISIONS. 

The acting Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue decides that exch pack of playing cards, 
not exceedirg fifty-two in number, must have 
affixed a five cent stamp, and that selling 
them at wholesale in original packages does 
not release the dealer from the liability to 
stamp them. 

Also that the exemption from taxation, by 

he act of July 14th, 1870, of canned fish,sheil 
fish, meats, fruits and vegetables is entirely 
prospective and cannot be applied to goods 
which had been aold, or offered for sale, or re- 
moved for consumption prior to that date. 
When stamps, however, were aflixed 
©n goods in first hands, which bad not been 
sold, ottered tor sale, or removed for con- 
sumption at the time when the act took effect, 
the owcers have an equivalent claim therefor 
Op the government. 

Also, cigar boxes cannot be used a second 
time for pacBing cigars, though the stamp 
mark may have been removed, but old boxes 
may be broken up end the matecrial used in the 
manufacture ef new boxes. 

BARON GEROLT, 
the Prussian Minister, does no! appear to in- 
dulge in very strong hepes of the capitulation 
of Pars. In conversation to-day he stated 
that he \Vad received no official dispatches, 
other than the last circular of Bismarck, already 
published, but that the situation was by 
no meavs as encouraging for the Prussian 
army as it was at the beginning of the invest- 
ment of Paris. The cold weather and the in- 
tense enthusiasm of the French, he thought, 
might yet redeem Paris. At an interview with 
Secretary Boutwell the latter was positive in 
the ovinion that King William had lost his last 
chance for immortality as a great and gen- 
erous man in not withdrawing bis army from 
Frencb soil on the capture of Metz and Stras- 
bourg. Mr. Boutwell thought that, with 
these cities ip their poszession, the Prussians 
should have retired, and the French would 
gladly have let them go.

THE DUTY ON SALT. 

The importers of salt have sent a memorial 
to the Ways and Means Committee giving a 
statement of the percentage of duty on the 
game, with the invoice of cost of a few car- 
gocs imported during the 
sent jear. They say that they present 
a liberal average sample of the present duty 
on salt at eighteen cents per hundred pounds 
in baik and twenty-four cents per hundred 
pounds in sacks. The freight will average 
fifteen shiliings per top, or 1% per cent. of 
cost. This protects the Onandago | 
galt companies, who are about the, | 
only parties benefitted by the 
present reallyexorbitant rate of abdul 375 
per cent. of the value of the arlicles prepared 
by them forsale. The very high rate of duty

LUXEMBOURG. 


The Valuable Territory That ‘‘Aciual.- 
ly Belongs to Germany.” 
[From the Herald.| 

Luxembourg is bounded on the north by 
Liege, on the east by Ruenish Prussia, on the 
South by the French Department of the Mo- 
selle, on the southwest by Ardennes, aa? on 
the west by Namur. its area is 2,550 square 
miies, its population about 300, 000 souls. It 
was governed for generations by German 
Princes, and then known as Lutzelburg: [n the 
year 1815 the Congress of Vieonva voted it a 
member of the German Confederation as a 
Grand Duchy, with the King of the Nether- 
lends as its ruler. In 1830 it was divided be- 
tween Belgium and Holland, but the latter 
retained very little beyond the fortress, In 
April, 1839, a new treaty was made iu Lon- 
dov, by which Belgium resigned a part of 
Limburg, to be united with the portion of the 
King of Holland, and which was ailso made a 
member of the German Confederation. It is 
a very valuabie territory. Tae great Lux- 
embourg railway is a fioe work. The indus- 
trial resources are very productive, Arion 1s 
the capitel. The ivbaoditants are Roman 
Catholic in religien. The majority of them 
are Walloons, the remainder mostly Germans, 

Luxembourg y is German, aud not French, 
and +o are haif a dozen departments of the 
French empire.

The freedom of no country is safe except 
it be founded upon a peaceful, national 
spirit. As long as this warlike spirit pre- 
yails; neither our Union nor our liberties 
can be safe. It is not that there is in the 
rejection Senator McCreEry’s resolution, 
per se, so much that is practically dan- 
gerous. A bill paying the Lex family for 
their property, or a legal decision, 
would settle that. It is the spirit which 
the debate discloses that is ominous; and, 
as this isthe dominant sentiment in the 


Government, it is full of danger. We have,all 


along, given out in-these columns the most 
thorough heartiaess toward the Northern 
people, and urged upon the Southern peo- 
ple not only moderation and patience, but 
a broad, national spirit. We have done 
this in the interest of both sections; in 
the interest of just government; in the 
interest of peace. We have not done it 
in the exclusive interest of the South. If 
the North can stand what we have got in 
return the South can. We can go on 
minding our material concerns, withdraw- 
ing ourselves from political affairs, and 
leaving the public business to the keeping 
of vagabonds who will be able to injure 


| the North even more than the South. This 


line of policy would, indeed, be applauded 
by the Radical leaders and newspapers, 
because it would play into their hands. 
But whilst playing inte their hands, it 
would also play against the people. If 
pursued, it would ultimately build up an 
oligarchy of politicians even as corrupt and 
vicious as the men who now disgrace the 
Senate of the United States, but bolder, the 
whole thing to end in a despotism of some 
sort.

This is 
our country and we mean to inhabit it.

The air is free and we 
shall breathe it. The water is pure and 
we shall drink it. We have our eyes, 
ears, and claws yet about us and no one 
need imagine that we have ferget how to 
use them.

The Niceison Saats. 

We are assured that the opinion of the bar 
of this city upon the points of law involved 
is almost unanimous against the position 
of the Courrer-JOURNAL, and in favor of 
the property-holders who_refuse to pay for 
the Nicolson. It is not doubted—it is 
scarcely even questioned—in that ancient 
and conservative but most honorable guild, 
that a legal cobweb strong enough to re- 
strain the march of improvement among 
us can be successfully spun out in the 
property-holders’ behalf. The theory on 
which this epidemic conservatusm, now 
raging in the shadow of the court-house 
and along Broadway, feeds and comforts 
itselt is, 9s we have before explained, that 
the ~,ovision of the old charter in regard 
te.street imprc vements was a contract be- 
tween the city and the property-bolders, 
and that, consequently, its obligation can- 
not now be impaired, as it is alleged is 
done, by the corresponding provisions of 
the new charter. Let us look at this doc- 
trine for a moment. 

We do not mean at present to collate 
and discuss the legal authorities bearing 
on the points, although a just and rational 
consideration of them is all that apy friend 
of the city need desire. We invite atten- 
tion just now only to the intrinsic un- 
soundpess, not to say absurdity, of the 
proposition under cover of which the 
progress of the city is to be resisted. 

As we understand the matter, it is not 
claimed that a promise on the part of the 
city to keep the street in repair constituted 
any part of the compensation allowed to the 
property-holders when the street bed was 
first dedicated to public use. But were 
this pretense even used, no court would 
listen to the loose and bushwhacking prop- 
osition, not founded in fact, unsupported 
by proof, and which sets alike at defiance 
the common sense and the business experi- 
ence of mankind, It an indenture can be 
found solemnly setting forth such a con. 
sideration, lei it be produced; but until this 
is done no one who is happily beyond the 
glamour of Court-place and its hallucina- 
tions will doubt that the considerations tor 
which these litigants sufrendered a por- 
tion of their property to the public were 
precisely those general advantages which 
influence other mén in the ordinary course 
oi street improvement. Any other idea is 
an aiter-thought, shrewd, perhaps, but 
deserving no serious refutation. 

Nor do we understand that any objection 
is made to the legal sufficiency of the pro- 
ceedings by which the old charter was 
again brought before the Legislature and 
anew one obtained. Itcan make no pos- 
sible difference whether the amending of 
the former charter amounted to a technical 
surrender or not. Nor has the principle 
that the granting of. a new chrater will not 
merge an old one the slightest application 
here. In any event, the late proceedings 
revisory of the charter carried the matter 
of street improvements, in a cunfessedly 
i¢gal manner, back to the charter-granting 
power, and submitted it afresh to that 
power. The mandate in regard to that 
subject was uttered, and the new charter 
accepted. The naked question is, what 
were the effects of these steps legally taken? 
Pretermitting others equally important, 
but somewhat more techinal, let us glance 
ata single point. The granting of a char- 
ter is ahigh act of sovereign power; and 
the amending of it, 
mode acecmplished, cannot be less. 
isto say, the city of Louisville has not 
changed the old charter, but the State 
Legislature has done this in the exercise 
of a sovereign power. At common law 
Parhament could at any time either alter 
or revoke every charter in the kingdom. 
Under the American system the powers of 
a State Legislature are not less, except as 
restrained by the State or the Federal Con- 
stitution. To bring a State law within this

The 
American Jaw books are tal of decisions 
establishing this principle, whieh is; per- 
which our peculiar jurisprudence has grven 
birth. Undoubtedly, the sogereign power, 
in conferring corporate rights, may direct, 
simply asa matter of legislation, that cer- 
tain services connected with the highways 
shall be performeg by the corporate au- 
thorities; but the mandate comes upon the 
latter as an onus, and notasa tranchise. 
From its very nature, the service cannot be, 
under the American system, a matter of 
franchise, and the mere manner of per- 
forming it does not affect its essential 
character. The State, in her discretion, 
might relieve the municipal grant of any 
such burden, reserving it for herself or 
imposing it clsewhere. She might put it 
on the property-holders alone, and they 
could not choose but bear it or do without 
streets. It would remain tor them to decide 
whether they would freely surrender the 
right of way and keep up the street in 
return for the resulting advantages, or 
whether the sovereign, alter compensating 
them for the first, should coerce them to 
the latter. Any hardshrp that might thus 
result to the property-holder would be a 
ground of appeal to the clemency of 
the sovereign, but could not affect his 
But it is well known that in the 
present case no hardship, but quite the 
reverse, is wrought upon the property- 
holders, and the simple question is wheth- 
er those who derive immense pecuniary 
advantage from the improvements shall 
evade paying tor them and cast the burden 
on others, And it the sovereign, at dis- 
cretion, might, as we have seen, lay the 
entire burden on either the property-hold- 
ors or the corporate body, then certamly it 
would be competent for him, in granting @ 
charter, to apportion the charge of main- 
taining the highways between the city and 
the citizens; and this apportionment, being 
purely a matter of legislation, could be in 
no sense a contract between the parties 
so charged. esting entirely in the dis- 
cretion of the sovereign, and being from 
ts nature not subject to contract, it 
would, like any other statute, be good and 
valid only so long as (he sovereign might 
be pleased tocontinue it in force. So long 
as the sovereign might still enjein the ob- 
ligation, the city could neither evade nor 
vary it; but the instant the supreme will 
should change, the obligation on the city 
would cease 10 exist. 

The tault with this whole theory of the 
property-holders is, that it does not distin- 
guish between franchises granted in a char- 
ter and mere legislation therein contained. 
The latter 1s often a necessary attendant 
of the former, but its character 1s not 
changed by the company it keeps, and it 
remains as subject to repeal asif it stood 
alone. The State does not permit any cit- 
izen to traffic in her sovereign powers, 
They can neither be bartered away by the 
City Council, nor held in pawn along 
Broadway. The theory of the property- 
holders is, therefore, as unsound in law as 
it is mistaken in policy, factious in spirit, 
and injurious in its results. We trust, in- 
deed, that they will voluntarily desist 
from their evasion of a burden which in 
justice belongs on them alone—that they 
will find inthe enhanced value of their 
property, in the increased comfort of living, 
and above all, in the simple tairness of the 
demand, ample reason why they should 
pay for the Nicolson. Bat if they persist 
in the attempt to saddle others with the 
payment, we trust not less earnestly that 
they will meet with a crushing and over- 
whelming defeat in the courts. The best 
interests of the city are at stake against 
them. Anadverse decision of these cases 
just at this time would give the prosperity 
of Louisville a blow which could not be 
sufficiently regretted, and from which it 
might be slow to recover. 

Bourbonism. 

The two respectable slow-coaches from 
Maryland, Mr. Bayarp and Mr. Savis- 
BURY, made haste to relieve the Democratic 
party irom the suspicion of any responsi- 
bility for the resolution of Senator 
McCreery. The precaution, though 
discreetly meant, was needless; but the 
ground of the precaution was ill-consid- 
ered, indicating the presence of an un- 
wortby fear and the absence of the sort of 
manliness and sagacity which realizes 
iacts and makes its fight on them. The 
circumstance points toward the bad for- 
tune of the Democratic party as managed 
by such leaders and, in a mabner, ex- 
plains it. 

As long as the Democratic leaders in the 
North consider it necessary to excuse what 
the cant of the period calls “the rebellion,” 
and to make a case out for the “rebels,” 
they may expect to have to combat ignor- 
ance and prejudice without offering them 
a compensation for their attention, or their 
suffrages. The people of the South want 
nobody to apologize for them or to explain 
their conduct and their opinions. If the 
North wants an empire, and backs up such 
Radicals as GraNT and his compatriots in 
overturning the old order of things, and 
establishing a new one, it can get what it 
wants, and is likely to have its belly-full of 
it: Ifit wantsa free Republic, a Republic 
tree to all, with proscription to none, the 
South is ready and the people of the South 
are willing. But the arrangement must be 
fair and equal. It must not involve the 
least criminations or. recriminations on 
either side. 

The two Senators from Delaware are 
mistaken if they think they can relieve 
the Democratic party by such delicate 
handling as they propose. The Demo 
cratic party needs not to be excused. It it 
is not the friend of the South, what is it? 
and why should the South adopt it at all? 
But it is the friend of peace and law, and 
peace and law being all the South asks of 
it,or of any party, the South is Demo- 
cratic. When the party ceases to be timid, 
and its leaders learn to stand up and make 
a square fight on questions relating to the 
honor of the Southern people as American 
citizens, it will be at once stronger and 
more respected.

As soon as the forgeries 
were discovered, the poiice were advised, and

in Delta sirect bad only been used as a bliud 
from which to prosecate their successful 
They must have realized a very 
large sum of money, but how much, at this 
moment has pot been ascertain It is cer- 
tainly one of the most novel and cleverly con- 
trived swindles ever perpetrated in this city.

We pubdlisbed in the OURNAL, sever- 
al months ago, a notice of the filing of a petition 
for dtvorce in Court by 


the Chancery 
Mrs. Tabitha Bowen, of this city, against Hon. 
C, C. Bowen, Coagressman Charieston, 8. 
C., om the grounds of adultery; and alzo a subse- 
quent dispatch from Washington announcing 
his marriage to Mrs. Pettigra King, of Charles- 
ton, while the petition was still pending. The 
Washington Star of the 15th publishes a fu!) ac. 
count of the case, together with the tudictment 
of Bowen for bigamy, which account we copy 
below. 

In order to ascertain the facts in regard to the 
Indiana divorce referred to by the Star, a reporter 
for the COURIER-JOURNAL vesterday called upon 
Mrs. Bowen at her residence io this city. She 
states that the published facts are true, with some 
exceptions, relative to the Indiana divorce.

The Beethoven Centenary Celebration. 

We are giad to see that Loulsvijle, in common 
with wapby of ber sister ciiles throughout the 
civilized world, has made preparation to honor 
the hbuodredth bi:thbday of the great Beethoven. 
To Protesr:or Piato belongs the credit of the con- 
ception of the affair, and [ttisto be carried for- 
ward to success under his able management, and 
that cf Professor Geo. Zoeller. 

Music is Cosmopolitan; its votaries are found 
among the people of every nation; it is the uul- 
versal language, passing current everywhere, 
and the great who have distinguished them selves 
in the divine art are claimed by all as fellow- 
citizens. They belong to no onecountry. A$ 
illustration: Ip a litte Knotof Ove tnstrumen- 
talists tbe other evening, there were observed 
one from tbe fogs of the sea-girt Isle, the second 
from the sunny borders of the Piussian Raiiae, 
the third from La Belle France, the fourth from 
the banks of the beautiful Austrian Danube, and 
the Ofth subject of the magic wand happened to 
be bora In the Great Republic. There they sat, 
though their respective nations might ba at eter- 
pal feud or present war, fiddling and fraternizing, 
itterally barmonizing, under the beniga influ- 
ence of the beautiful art. It is fitting that the 
musica! people of all nationalities should co 
bine In this ccmmemoration of the birth of th 
great fellow-citizen of the realm ofart. Among 
those who participate ip the ceremonies are Pro- 
fessers Plato, George and Ernest Zoeller, Pofera 
and other?. Tbe members of the Musical Fund, 
the Merdelssohn and the Liederkranz Socteaties, 
with many others, amateurs of this city, have 
joined together In the orchestra and chorus. 
Mrs. Davison, the favorite donna, ts the solo-_o- 
praro of the occasion, Misa Cornelland Mesezrs. 
Soyder and Price, Plato and McPherson, taking 
the otber solo voices. The orchestra will com- 
prise thirty-five instrument:, aod the ¢horus 
about one bundred singers—the largest o'chestra 
apd chorus ever combined together in this city. 

Tbe prog ramme, as will be seen In another col- 
umD, cc mMprises the finest works of the author— 
the Symphenie Eroica and the Missa Solenelie in 
D major, being among the most celebrated of mu- 
sical ccmpositions. The latter work was alone 
the labor of three years of the life of its great 
autbor, apd is everywhere accounted one of the 
mest sublime works of musical art. Its repre- 
sentation Is attended with many difficulties, for 
it needs the Ovest efforts of a large and well- 
trained orchestra and chorus, and, though the 
ambition to perform a work never before given 
on tbis side the Atlantic be laudable, we are- 
somes hat afraia that Prof. Plato has shown rash 
courage in thus charging upon this Malaxoff of 
musical work:; but be has much good material, 
and bas been rehearsing patiefttiy, so that we 
may hope for pleasing results. The infirmity of 
Handel, tn his la'er years, we are all aware of, 
anc we have sympathized with the great maestro 
in his melting sadness as he, being bilnd, listened 
to the beautiful strains of the **Total Eclipse—”’ 
“no sun, po moon, all dark amidst the blaze of 
noon’’—compored while yet his vision was per- 
fect. Butthe application ef Beethoven was stil: 
greater, Im tbat he was deprived of the 
sense mot necessary to the musician—that of 
hearirg. Weare told that this malady attacked 
him ¢beo about thirty years of age, and that 
for several years only the higher tones of 
the voices of «hose who conversed, 
witb him were audible. H:3 was 
ex'remely seneltive regarding his tnarmity, 
could not tell ev. a bis friends of it, and wondered 
thatit was not detected. No doubdt it has oc- 
ecuriec tothe soprani, when following the com- 
poser in the Jofty and aerial flights upon which 
he has taken themin the Grand Mass, that this 
work wae accomplished, as indeed it was, after 
the poor nuthor had become deaf; but while la- 
boring with heavy-laden pinions in the regions 
of upper air, they should pardon him who, natur- 
ally desiring to enjoy hisown music, could bear 
only the upper notes. The difficulties in the per- 
formance of this work, never before rendered in 
this country, and reserved for rare occasions only 
even In Eurepe, are indeed tmmense. The or- 
chestral accompaniment alone has all the power 
ofafull symphony; the chorus its grandly and 
ruggediy colossal, the composer throughout dis- 
playirg a sublime indifference to expedient, 
and requiring inexorably that his inter- 
preters shall follow the flight of his 
genius from aerfe to aerte, over storm- 
beaten peaks, throueh fogs and mists and 
thunder- clouds, while along this region of brokeao 
plain and precipitous steep meanders the beau- 
tlful quartette for four single voices like the 
stream that thieads the valley of Yosemite, 
walled in with everiasting rccks—now i! tis hid- 
den bythe huge, rough, overhanging mountain; 
now itemergesin the liquid notes of a single 

voice, and then fowson tn the fuller volume of 
the four, beau.tfully spaikifag in the san- 
be ame. 

The Kyrie and the Gloria from the Grand Maas, 
together with the H+retc Symphony, a detcrip- 
tion of which we gave the othe: day, comprise 
the priccipal part of the programme. Then we 
have the beautiful arta, “Ah Perfido,”’ from the 
opera of Fidelio. This opera adds another to the 
list cf great works that have met with di-regard 
upon first presertation; but time, thgt proves all 
things, hae Awarded strict juscice In this, as in 
mapy otber cases, and Fidelio now stands tn the 
forefront of compositions of that class. The gem 
from this rich setiing is to be displayed by the 
prime couna of Louisville, of whom we are al! 
so justly proud, atd alone will repay all who 
bear it. 

The eminent p'anist, Ernest Zoeller, performs 
the Sonaia Pathetique, one of the finest even in 
tne repertoire of the author. No promise ts need- 
ed as tothis performance, for all are familiar 
with the‘reputation of thie youngest scion of a 
nobdvie musical bouse. 

The only numberinthe programme not se- 
zetto from Don Giovanni, a merited compliment 

to the predcces‘or of the reciplent of those hon- 
ore, It was no doubt undesigned, but there txa 


striking coincidence in the history of Fidelio | 


and that of this the most celebrated of Mozart's 
operas. As Fidelio was received by Beethoven's 
contemporaries with disfavor, 80 Wastnat werk 
of Mozart's which preceded Don Giovanni by the 
people of Vierna; and we are told, that, to pun- 
ieb them for their want of Judgment, Mozart had 
this, his greatest of operas, first brought out in 
Prague, and dedicated it to the people of that 
city: atid, we believe the story runs, would never, 
as long as he lived, permit it to be performed be- 
fore the unappreciative Viennese. Poscerity has 
done the authors jastice: and now Don Glovanni 
and Fidelio stand peerless among operatic works. 
Beethoven came to Vienna teward the close of 
Mozart's life, and upon him fel! the mantie cf 
that wonderful genius.

For the full orchestra, he 
left pine symphonies, «leven overtures, sixteen 
grand quartettes, |birty-iwo grand sonatas for 
the piano-forte solo, and more than one buadred 
other compositions of the lesser sort. Two 
maese*, one sacred cantata, and a number of 
sovgs belong to the branch of sacred vocal music; 
an opera and a large number of songs, trios, etc., 
complete the catalogue of bis voeil works. 

He bequeathed to posterity the labors of a long 
lifetime, though he left the world in his prime. 
His tale of threescore years and ten had not 
been completed, but he died full of honors. 

We hope that all who admire and revere genius 
will assemble together at Welsiger Hall this 
evening for the purpose of contrivating their 
homage to the enduring fame of the great musi- 
clan.

Set it down if you will as a boyish prank or 
as the ebullition of a boyish anger, but what-

Instead of the absurd re presenta- 
tion of the battle of Sedan, which Geoeral 
Upton, amid the emiles of cadets and officers, 
has endeavored to enact, secret preparations 
were actual!y made for au armed mutivy of 
the corps. Eight hundred ball cartridges 
were abstracted, and, had the occasion 
brought forth a man willing or capable of 
leading the cadets, the United States troops 
might now be investing this historic spot, and 
debating whether to bombard it or starve out 
the sy nileTrochus. But there were no men 
willing to form the proVisional government, 
and Genera! Upton is stil! commandant, and 
Cadet Smith is still in clover. 

Doubtless ft is a very ludicrous thing to 
hear young officers and cadets soberly discuss 
the prospects of this msing, but it becomes 
quite serious when it is regarded as an indica- 
tion of the utter dissatisfaction felt by the 
young men at their treatment by their com- 
manding officers. When men en masse be- 
come restive under a strained discipline, it is 
hardly meeting the exigencies of the case to 
sneer at the absurd remedies which they pro- 
pose to take into their own hands, The opio- 
ion that the disciplinarians are at fault is quite 
as likely to be correct as that the murmurers 
are uncisciplined. But when, in addition to 
excessive stringency on the part ot officials, 
there is added a suspicion that their political 
bias prejudices their judgment, and this ia an 
institution which trains the fatere soldiers of 
the country, the situatio&€ grows very alarm- 


it 
T suppose I need not say the apple of dis- 
cord at present at the Point is the cheerfal 
colored cadet, J. W. Smith. He is the chief 
source of the "troubles, but not the only one. 
He is, indeed,-an eye-sore tothe corps, but 
they have other more substantial grounds of 
complaint. itis unfortunate for poor Smith 
that he was ever sent here, as it is always un- 
fortuvate for persons without the education 
or the instincts of a higher class of society to 
be forced by circumstances iuto it. Smith 
may be a very excelent young person among 
his colored brethren, who look upon breaches 
of parole or occasional lapses from truth and 
good manners with littie disfavor, but this is 
not the disposition of men trained toa high 
sense of professional honor. [tis commonly 
supposed that the entire dislike of the cadets 
for Smith is due to his color. This is not the 
case; while there is an almost universal 
———- to his presence on this grouad, 
certainly would have been less 
hed the representative of the future colored 
eoldiers been rsonally less objection- 
able. You will of course understand that all 
the statements I make in this letter are not 
made from my own knowledge, but from the 
statements of those whom I believe to be 
cognizant of the facts. I therefore may state 
that not even the President’s own relative 
here bas been able to perfectly appreciate the 
excellence of young Mr. Smith. Your readers 
doubtless understend that there are two laws 
governing West Point: the written law of the 
Rules and Regulations, and the unwritten law 
of the esprit de corps.

Its violation is im- 
mediately punished by the exclusion of the 
cadet from the society of the corps. Want 
of manliness, of truthfulness, or of gentle- 
manly bearing under all circamstances, 
violations of arole—as, for in- 
stance, in breach of arrest—are pun- 
ishid by the cadets io their own school 
of natural justice quite as effectively as by 
courts-martial, Mr. Smith is accused of va- 
rious violations of his parole, and of muking 
himeelf otherwise disagreeable by his indispo- 
sition to meet the consequences of his act
